That is the amendment 
which provides a bond issue 
for the building of docks upon 
Alabama rivers and authorizes 
three million dollars of a ten 
million dollar bond issue, the 
rest to be allocated ‘by future 
legislative sessions. 

Governor Folsom said in his 
letter that he thinks Amend- 
ment No. 1 is one of the most 
important steps toward real in- 
dustrial progress “for our peo- 
ple that we have had an op- 
portunity to vote on in many 
years. The passage of Amend- 
ment No. 1 will mean lasting 
progress for all of our people 
in all sections of our state.” 

The Governor particularly 
called attention to the fact 
that this amendment does not 
require any new taxes.
